Berlin, A ugust 4.— Dr. Huns Del­ 
bruck, acting minister of justice, today 
declared th a t Germany does not in­ 
tend to demand the extradition of the 
ex-<Kaiser from Holland. 
“T he fact th at the old German con­ 
stitution made the ministers responsi­ 
ble for all of the form er K aiser’s of­ 
ficial acts guaranteed him im munity 
so fa r as Germany is concerned, “ said 
Dr. 
Delbruck. 
“Furtherm ore 
the 
German laws preclude extradition for 
political offenders.” 
Asked for an 
opinion 
upon 
the 
proposal before the national assembly 
to create a state court for the trial of 
w ar offenders, Dr. Delbruck said: 
“ As fram ed by the governm ent the 
hill provides for the establishm ent of 
the tribunal with functions similar to 
those exercised by an American jury. 
They will be empowered only to hand 
down a verdict relative to the course 
of the w ar and responsibility for con­ 
tinuation of the conflict.

of fulfillm ent, according to Dr. Del­ 
bruck. 
“There would be especial dif­ 
ficulty,” he said, “ in the case of G er­ 
mans who refused to surrender volun­ 
tarily.” 
“This would be simple in the case 
of well known persons like Von Hin- 
denburg and Ludendorff, whose where 
abouts are known. 
But lesser known 
officials m ight easily hide or escape 
from Germany.”*

increased burden. 
I am suj’e th a t it 
the people understood the problems 
th a t come uf> before the m anager re - 1 
garding finances, they would be glad 
to increase (the city’s income. 
“ For instance, in our town, if we 
could get att additional one mill levy, 
it would raise $11,000. 
T hat $11,000 
would make* it possible for us to live 
within our income, by curtailing all 
our expenses down to the minimum. 
It would hiave to be put before the 
people. 
If they agreed that we ought 
to have i t , / we would get it, 
“ T hat w,ould relieve us of a tre ­ 
mendous burden, because if we tried 
to cut our expenses so far as to live 
within our 
income at 
present, we 
would lay tjlhe city’s property open to 
danger b y /not taking proper care of 
the d rain ag e system, which might re­ 
sult in a flood causing $100,000 dam 
age, 
We ; would have to reduce our 
police and /fire systems so much, that 
our c it iz e n s would be subject to great 
loss of life and property. 
“ If we properly protect the People's 
property, we will go 
into debt. 
The 
question tis which to do, w hether to 
go into d,ebt and do the thing right. 
or to speculate and try to live within 
income. 
But then, if we were to have 
some big damage, th e people 
would

licity is good, but most newspapers 
won’t devote much room to the city's 
business. 
If they take it, they want 
the legal price fo r it.

European enemies will not be able to 
bring about the fulfillment of all the passing 
provisions of the treaty. 
Every one in 
Washington knows 
how the treaty fight will end, unless 
some untoward happening in Europe 
should completely change the situa­ 
tion. The treaty will be ratified with 
a few 
reservations or 
interpreta­ 
tions which will not require the con­

Washington, Aug. 4.—Income tax 
returns were tiled by 3,472,890 per­ 
sons, about three per cent of the pop­ 
ulation, for the calendar year 1917, 
according to final reports just com­ 
pleted by 
the bureau of 
internal 
revenue. 
They showed total net in­ 
come of 
$13,652,383,207. 
The 
re­ 
turns for 1916, before the law was ex­ 
panded to meet war expenses, was 3,- 
035,854, and $7,353,805,587 in net in­ 
come, the former 
being 
so 
much 
..greater, comparatively, 
because the 
extension of the law took in small 
incomes previously exempt. 
Taxes paid totalled $675,249,450, an 
average of $368.56 per individual, or 
6.03 per cent of the income. 
A notable f(alture o f 
the report 
was the showing that 
while 
there 
were 1,296 incomes over $300,000 in 
1916, the number was reduced to 1,015 
in 1917. 
The million-dollar incomes 
decreased from 206 to 143, and the 
decrease in the amount reported by 
persons,in that class was $157,427,730.
